Art Club Discovers 
New Type Of Art 



Paintings were done by apply- 
ing egg yolk with a fine pen, be- 
fore the invention of oils. The 
Mary Washington Art Club was 
introduced to real examples of this 
medieval art during a visit to the 
National Art Museum in Wash- 
ington Saturday. 

These paintings are usually 
overlooked by the layman because 
they lack life-like qualities be- 
cause of a narrow, monotonous 
choice of subjects. Most of the art- 
ists were commissioned by the 
church to execute these works. 
Certain religious subjects and of- 
ten colors they used were dictated 
by the church. The blue in the 
madonna's robes is lapis lazuli — 
semi precious stone which had 
been ground to a powder. 

The object of these works was 
to inspire people and not to pro- 
duce a realistic, camera-like ef- 
fect. 

Enormous amounts of gold leaf 
cover the frame as well as the 
painting. Sometimes an artist 
waited months for one layer to 
cry before applying another. 

Miss Dorothy Duggan, who 
studied this gold leaf process at 
Fogg Museum, Harvard Universi- 
ty, explained the technique.

Thirty-five miles inland from 
Santarem is Fordlandia, Henry 
F o r d's r u b b c r plantation, 
which in a few more years is

Judging from the day of the 
month, M. W. C. must be just 
getting under way now for a 
new school year and frankly 
1 feel a longing to be back 
there. I was talking the other 
day with a Brazilian doctor 
concerning the possibility of 
his sending his two daughters 
to M. W. C. 1 left a catalogue 
with him and when I saw him 
later he was very enthusiastic.

Paintings were done by apply- 
ing egg yolk with a fine pen, be- 
fore the inventie.ii of oils. The 
Mary Washington Arl Club was 
introduced l<> real examples <>l this 
medieval arl during a visit to the 
National Art .Museum in Wash- 
ington Saturday. 

These paintings are usually 
overlooked by the layman because 
they lack life-like qualities be- 
cause of a narrow, monotonous 
choice of subjects. Most of the art- 
ists were commissioned by the 
church to execute these works. 
Certain religious: subjects and of- 
ten color's they used wen- dictated 
by the church. The blue in the 
madonna's robes is lapis lazuli 
semi precious stone which had 
been ground to a powder. 

The object of these works was 
to inspire people and not to pro- 
duce a realistic, camera-like ef- 
fect. 

Enormous amounts of gold leaf 
cover the frame as well as the 
painting. Sometimes an artist 
waited months for one layer to 
cry before applying another

NOTES FROM A PROF Bull Session NOW INTRODUCING 



In the design of a structure 
it is important to know the 
stress that each member will 
be required to take under a 
given load. The material and 
size can then be determiner! 
for each member so that the 
structure will not fail when 
the load is applied. The magni- 
tude and kind of stress will 
vary from member to member. 
Failure of the smallest mem- 
ber might cause the entire 
structure to collapse jost as 
quickly as failure of the strong- 
est member. 

In times like these we arc 
reminded that the word "na- 
tion" could be used instead of 
the word "structure" and the 
above paragraph would give a 
true statement at the respon- 
sibility each member, or citi- 
zen if you prefer, must assume 
if the nation is to be stable and 
secure. 

The I-beam that becomes 
part of a steel structure does 
not have the right to choose 
the position it will occupy or 
the kind of stress it will be 
asked to take. In a nation such 
as ours the men and women 
who are the members that 
make the nation strong have 
the right to choose the position 
they will occupy and the 
amount and kind of load they 
will be asked to carry. 

This gives us a double re- 
placement Program 
To Function Again 
This Year 

The fact that every gradu- 
ate of last June who so desir- 
ed secured a position has been 
announced by the Placement 
Bureau of Mary Washington 
College, which gives seniors 
opportunities for jobs in the 
many fields of training that the 
school offers. Each year letters 
are sent to all seniors re- 
questing that they cooperate 
to the fullest degree in helping 
to compile all the necessary 
information for the individuals, 
credentials to be sent to her 
future employer. Each girl 
must completely fill out a blank 
stating her qualifications and 
she must give the names of 
eight professors whom she 
wishes to recommend her. 
Then, blanks are sent to the 
faculty members, who desig- 
nate the general ability, char- 
acter, adaptibility, and person- 
ality of the girl. The coopera- 
tion of teachers and students is 
needed in order that this Bur- 
eau may function in its best 
manner. 

The demand for teachers in 
Virginia is so great that dur- 
ing last summer and the early 
fall the Placement Bureau re- 
ceived 345 requests to recom- 
mend teachers. Of course, 
since the class of June 1941 
only included 145 seniors, it 
was impossible to fulfill all 
of the demands, even by offer- 
ing graduates of previous years 
for the jobs. 

There are many more de- 
mands for commercial and ele- 
mentary teachers than can be 
taken care of. There were 
ninety-two requests for com- 
mercial teachers. Only nine- 
teen of the thirty-nine com- 
mercial. June graduates elec- 
ed to teach. All of the students 
who desired positions were 
either placed as teachers or in 
government jobs. 

Even greater is the need of 
elementary teachers. Of the 
seventy-four recommendations 
made by the Mary Washington 
Placement Bureau, there were

X-Ray Program 

For several years, chest X- 
rays have been offered to the 
entire student body, faculty, 
and staff on the campus at the 
college. This includes everyone 
eating in the dining hall or 
sleeping in the dormitories. 
This is the first year, how- 
ever, that the college bulletin 
has made such X-rays a re- 
quirement. 
This college was first in the 
state in our classification to 
provide this opportunity at 
such a nominal fee. We are 
proud of the high standard of 
health record enjoyed here and 
especially the tuberculosis re- 
cord. 

The few cases found over a 
period of years have been in 
the very early stages. These 
students seemed to be in ex- 
cellent health, showing no 
signs of illness, but taken im- 
mediately for treatment and 
proper care in every instance 
they recovered completely and 
returned to their regular school 
work. 

The entire apparatuses for 
this is brought to the campus 
through the approval and co- 
opearation of the Virginia State 
Tubercular Association. These 
films are read each year by a 
group of doctors, all authorat- 
ive specialists in this specified 
field, who work :n conjunction

In the design of a structure 
it is important to know the 
stress that each member will 
be required to take under a 
given load. The material and 
size can then be determined 
for each member so that the 
structure will not fail when 
the load is applied. The magni- 
tude and kind of stress will 
vary from member to member. 
Failure of the smallest mem- 
ber might cause the entire 
structure to collapse j'ist as 
quickly as failure of the strong- 
est member. ■ 

In times like these we arc 
reminded that the word "na- 
tion" could be used instead of 
the word "structure" and the 
above paragraph would give a 
true statement of the respon- 
sibility each member, or citi- 
zen if you prefer, must assume 
if the nation is to be stable and 
secure. 

The I-beam that becomes 
part of a steel structure does 
not have the right to choose 
the position it will occupy or 
the kind of stress it will be 
asked to take. In a nation such 
as ours the men and women 
who are the members that 
make the nation strong have 
the right to choose the position 
they will occupy and the 
amount and kind of load they 
will be asked to carry. 

This gives us a double re- 
placement Program 
To Function Again 
This Year 

The fact that every gradu- 
ate of last June who so desir- 
ed secured a position has been 
announced by the Placement 
Bureau of Mary Washington 
College, which gives seniors 
opportunities for jobs in the 
many fields of training that the 
school offers. Each year letters 
are sent to all seniors re- 
questing that they cooperate 
to the fullest degree in helping 
to compile all the necessary 
information for the individuals, 
credentials to be sent to her 
future employer. Each girl 
must completely fill out a blank 
stating her qualifications and 
she must give the names of 
eight professors whom she 
wishes to recommend her. 
Then, blanks are sent to the 
faculty members, who desig- 
nate the general ability, char- 
acter, ndaptibility, and person- 
ality of the girl. The coopera- 
tion of teachers and students is 
needed in order that this Bur- 
eau may function In its best 
manner. 

The demand for teachers in 
Virginia is so great that dur 
ing last summer and the early 
fall the Placement Bureau re 
ceived 345 requests to recom- 
mend teachers. Of course, 
since the class of June 1941 
only included 145 seniors, it 
was impossible to fulfill all 
of the demands, even by offer- 
ing graduates of previous years 
for the jobs. 

There arc many more de- 
mands for commercial and ele- 
mentary teachers than can be 
taken care of. There were 
ninety-two requests for com- 
mercial teachers. Only nine- 
teen of the thirty-nine com- 
mercial. June graduates elec- 
ed to teach. All of the students 
who desired positions were 
either placed as teachers or in 
government jobs. 

Even greater is the need of 
elementary teachers. Of the 
seventy-four recommendations 
made by the Mary Washington 
Placement Bureau, there were

X-Ray Program 

For several years, chest X- 
rays have been offered to the 
entire student body, faculty, 
and staff on the campus at the 
college. This includes everyone 
eating in the dining hall or 
sleeping in the dormitories. 
This is the first year, how- 
ever, that the college bulletin 
has made such X-rays a re- 
quirement. 
This college was first in the 
state in our classification to 
provide this opportunity at 
such a nominal fee. We are 
proud of the high standard of 
health record enjoyed here and 
especially the tuberculosis re- 
cord. 

The few cases found over a 
period of years have been in 
the very early stages. These 
students seemed to be in ex- 
cellent health, showing no 
signs of illness, but taken im- 
mediately for treatment and 
proper care in every instance 
they recovered completely and 
returned to their regular school 
work. 

The entire apparatuses for 
this is brought to the campus 
through the approval and co- 
opearation of the Virginia State 
Tubercular Association. These 
films are read each year by a 
group of doctors, all authorat- 
ive specialists in this specified 
field, who work :n conjunction
